1. Introductory 

Indira Gandhi National Open University (1GNOU) was established by an Act of Parliament passed on 
20th September, 1985 with the object to advance and disseminate learning and knowledge by a diversity of means 
including the use of any communication technology to provide opportunities for higher education to a 
larger segment of the population and to promote the educational well-being of the community generally, 
to encourage the opm University and di lance education system in the educational pattern of the country 
and to co-ordinate and determine the standards in such system. The University has its jurisdiction over 
the whole of India and is financed by grants from the Ministry of Human Resource Development, Depart¬ 
ment of Education, New Delhi. During the year 1986-87 the University received grants-in-aid amounting 
to Rs.7-54crores. 

2. Comments on Accounts 

2 -1 As per Statutes of the University, the Annual accounts of the University were required to be 
laid before the finance committee for consideration and comments .and thereafter submitted to the Board 
of Management within the overall ceiling fixed by the Committee. 

The annual accounts submitted for audit had neither the approval of the Finance Committee nor of 
the Board of Management. The University stated (November 1927) that the accounts for 1986-87 have 
been approved by the Finance Committee and would be submitted to the Board of Management for 
their approval.
